They own one of the 
best known breeding establishments in this country, 
situated at Middleburg, Md., known as the Bowl- 
ing Brook Stud. The stallions to be sold include 
Galore, Bowling Brook, The Friar, Filigrane and 
the three-year-old Compute, by Hanover— Reckon, 
which won this year’s Withers Stakes at Morris 
Park and then broke down. The mares include 
the famous Correction, dam of last year’s 
Futurity winner, Yankee, Reckon, Lizzie Baker, 
Medusa, Holiday and others. About forty 
head in all will be disposed of, which will make 
the sale particularly noteworthy. The Morris 
stable, one of the oldest on the American turf, was 
established by the late John A. Morris. A list of 
horses that have carried the ‘all scarlet’ to victory 
would include the names of many of the best ever 
seen in this country.” 



RACERS AT AUCTION. 



A weeding-out sale of horses ia training, consist- 
ing of the entire racing stable of P. Ryan and sev- 1 
eral from the stables of W. C. Whitney, William 
Lakeland and other owners, took place in the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks before the races 
began at Sheepshead Bay last Saturday. A very 
large crowd was present and as nearly all the 
horses offered were good performers, spirited bid- 
ding and large prices resulted. 

Roxane, the mare which Ryan paid $7,000 for at 
the Brighton meeting, went to the firm of S. San- 
ford & Son for $10,000. Col, J. E. Pepper, who 
formerly owned Roxane, did the bidding in the 
interest of the Sanfords, while his opponent was 
Dr. J. N. Rainey. Plohn and Nones sold below ex- 
pectations, as $2,000 was only bid on each. The 
first named went to F. Ambrose Clark and the latter 
to Dr. J. N. Rainey. W. C. Whitney’s two three- 
year-olds, King Hanover and Pretorius. sold well, 
as M. S. Skiles had to pay $4,100 for King Hanover, 
and Pretorius cost F. D. Weir $S,600.
